Jamaica  Mission  Tour  Continues  8  Days  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  SECURES 

Nets  Great  Gains;  5  Mississippians  Included 


Five  Mississippians  wars  includ¬ 
ed  in  a  group  of  67  ministers  who 
participated  In  an  8  day  preaching 
tour  of  the  Island  of  Jamaica,  just 
south  of  Cuba.  In  response  to  an 
invitation  from  the  Jamaican  Bap¬ 
tist  Union,  the  preaching  mission 
was  sponsored  by  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  in  coo  per*  two  with  the 
Foreign  Mi  .  s ion  Board. 

The  Mississippians  taking  part 
Included:  Rev.  C.  A.  Alexander 
of  Booneville,  Dr.  G.  C.  Hodge  of 
Biloxi,  Rev.  Carl  Duck  of  Mor¬ 
ton.  Rev.  R.  E.  McDonald  ef 
Prentiss,  Dr.  John  E.  Barnes,  Jr. 
of  Hattiesburg,  and  Dr.  Chester  L. 
Quarles  of  Jackson. 

The  group  was  received  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Island  and  escort¬ 
ed  to  the  King’s  House  in  Kings¬ 
ton.  the  capital  city,  where  the 
governor  and  his  family  live. 

After  reaching  the  Island  the 
group  was  divided  into  teams  a< 
two  and  eafcb  team  was  sent  to  a 
different  place  on  the  Island. 

According  to  Dr.  Hodge,  life 
moves  at  a  leisurely  pace  in  Ja¬ 
maica.  Travel  ii  costly  when  by 


public  conveyance.  Education  in 
Falmouth,  where  be  spent  moot  of 
his  time,  is  compulsory  beginning 
with  kindergarten  at  four  years  of 
age  and  leading  through  the  tow¬ 
er  grades  and  vary  much  beyond 
the  reach  of  tha  average  native, 
financially,  in  the  higher  grades. 

The  churches  are  thriving  to 
spite  of  difficult  economic  and  so¬ 
cial  conditions,  says  Dr.  Quarles 
The  entire  group  was  deeply  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  deep  devotion  of 
they*  Island  Baptists,  their  intelli¬ 
gence  and  culture,  and  their  mag¬ 
nificent  tinging,  much  of  it  the 
world's  beet  and  dcste  from  memo¬ 
ry  and  a  capella. 

Dr.  Quarles  said  the  congrega¬ 
tions  varied  from  M  to  500.  The 
tour  resulted  to  multiplied  bon 
dreds  of  conversions. 

Many  courtesies  were  shown  lie 
group  by  the  officials  sf  tha  Is¬ 
land  and  the  ministers.  Soma  of 
the  group  bad  a  choice  place  at  the 
airport  at  Montego  Bay  for  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  Prime  Minister  Churchill 
and  secured  several  snap  shots  of 
him.

D.  G.  Simmons, 
chairman  of  the  Board  at  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Hospital, 
stated  that  the  honpitar*  Board  of  Trustees  had  hoped  te 
acquire  the  property  at  a  lesser  amount  but  considered  this 
a  fair  value  in  the  light  of  the  property  attaining  such  a 
high  commercial  value  in  recent  yen  re.

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World  Alliance  Day 
Rolls  Around  Again 

Annual  Baptist  World  Alliance 
Day  will  soon  be  with  us  again — 
Sunday,  Feb.  1 — and  this  year  this 
observance  should  mean  more  to 
us  than  ever  before. 

Baptists,  ever  world-conscious, 
are  more  world-conscious  today 
than  ever  before  with  events  tak¬ 
ing  shape  over  the  globe  as  they 
are. 

The  officers  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance  have  written  a 
very  timely  letter  of  greetings  to 
all  Baptists  throughout  the  world. 

This  letter  points  out  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  some  Baptists  in  the  world 
and  the  persecution  being  endured 
by  many  others. 

But  at  the  same  time  they  point 
to  the  unity  prevailing  and  present 
a  challenge  we  can  hardly  afford 
to  overlook. 

The  Baptist  World  Alliance 
does  many  things  for  every  one  of 
us  as  Baptists.  One  of  these  things 
is  to  raise  our  sights  and  always 
keep  us  world-conscious  as  was 
our  Saviour. 

This  is  a  plea  to  all  our  churches 
to  observe  World  Alliance  Sun¬ 
day.  Our  convention  has  approved 
this  observance. 

We  can  observe  this  day  in 
many  ways.  One  is  to  take  an  of- 
fering  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  the  work  of  our  alliance  or¬ 
ganization. 

We  should  each  year  on  this 
Sunday  again  pronounce  those 
principles  for  which  Baptists 
stand. 

World  Alliance  President  F. 
Townley  Lord,  of  London  reminds 
us  that  this  year  is  the  160th  anni¬ 
versary  of  William  Carey's  land¬ 
ing  in  India  and  also  recalls  his 
challenge:  “Expect  great  things 
from  Cod;  attempt  great  things 
for  Cod."

“He  Being  Dead 
Yet  Speaketh” 

We  see  Mississippi  Baptists  go¬ 
ing  forward  and  we  swell  with 
pride.  Many  gains  have  been 
made  in  recent  years;  new  records 
have  been  set  in  some  ph^tes  of 
the  work,  but  in  others  we  are 
lagging.  We  are  happy  because 
of  the  progress  being  made,  but 
greater  happiness  comes  when 
progress  is  made  in  all  phases  of 
the  work.

It  is  difficult  to  say,  but  one 
thing  can  be  said,  we  can  begin 
now  in  an  accreditable  mtinner  by 
giving  until  the  present  needs  are

met,  and  then  provide  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  by  substantial  and  regular 
gifts  to  our  Foundation.  I  believe 
we  are  nearing  the  $800,000  mark 
in  our  Foundation,  but  what  is 
this  when  so  much  is  needed?  It 
is  a  start,  and  with  our  gifts,  large 
and  small.  Mississippi  Baptists  can 
soon  offer  assurance  and  support 
to  our  young  people  who  seek  an 
education.  They  can  share  in  the 
generosity  of  those  who  give,  and 
by  giving  perpetuate  their  lives  as 
did  Cod’s  servant  of  whom  it  was 
said,  “And  by  it  he  being  dead  yet 
speaketh." 

/  Mississippi  Raptists  are  no  long¬ 
er  poor  financially,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  we  might  become  richer  spir¬ 
itually  by  giving  to  Cod  that 
which  belongs  to  Him.  Should  we 
not  look  forward  with  pleasure  to 
the  time  when  we  can  pool  our 
money,  time  and  talent  to  the 
glory  of  Cod?  Should  we  not  be¬ 
gin  to  look  with  favor  toward  pool¬ 
ing  all  our  Foundation  and  en¬ 
dowment  funds  under  one  head 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
investing  and  administering  them? 

Let’s  think  and*  pray.

Lost  Sight  Of 
By  Inaction 

One  of  the  four  freedoms  we 
still  have  is  “Freedom  of  Relig¬ 
ion." 

Many  members  of  Baptist 
Churches  within  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  have  changed 
this  to  “Freedom  from  Religion." 

Almost  everything  lias  changed 
in  Mississippi  during  the  past’ 
twenty-five  years  except  the  tone 
of  a  cow  bclL  In  1925,  80%  of  our 


population  lived  In  the  country, 
with  twenty  percent  living  in  town. 
Today  about  fifty  percent  live  ia 
the  country  and  fifty  percent  in 
town.  That  means  that  thirty  per¬ 
cent  of  the  people  have  moved  la 
town  in  the  past  twenty-five  years. 
The  Church  covenant  plainly  states 
that,  in  the  event  I  should  move 
from  this  vicinity  I  will  place  my 
church  membership  in  a  local 
church  of  like  faith. 

Today,  church  rolls  are  so  in¬ 
flated  with  non-resident  members 
that  the  first  plank  in  the  program 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  last  year,  was  the  matter  of 
non-resident  church  members.  At 
that  time  the  program  of  “Trans¬ 
fer  Church  Membership"  was  in¬ 
dorsed  by  the  convention  and  no 
doubt  many  churches  promoted  it 
last  September.

Fact  is.  he  does  not 
know  how  long  he  will  live  any¬ 
where.  I Jiter,  you  are  working  to 
raise  the  church  budget,  you  won’t 
bother  that  party  because  he  is  not 
a  member  of  your  church.  Also, 
when  the  church  starts  to  raise 
its  budget  where  he  moved  from 
they  cannot  count  on  him  as  he 
has  moved  away.  He  is  “Lost  sight 
of  by  inaction." 

I  need  the  church  more  than  the 
church  needs  me.
